Founder's Day, "The cost of wisdom'

Wisdom has a cost, Mary Ann 
Zollmann, BVM, PhD, told the Clarke Col- 
lege community durring the Founder’s Day 
Convocation. Zollmann’s speech , focused 
on the growth of wisdom through the com- 
bination of multiculturalism and spiritual- 
ity in the Judaeo-Christian experience. 

She focused on three important indi- 
viduals who in their own time established 
the building blocks for the structure of wis- 
dom that was the foundation of her speech. 

Zollmann reflected on those individu- 
als who aided in the establishment of the 
Clarke community and their impact on 
today’s socicty as we know it. 

“The legacy we acknowledge today 
calls us to continue to enflesh in our world 
the original, authentic spirit of wisdom that 
is our inheritance,” Zollmann said. 

She talked about Clarke as a wisdom 
community and the “price” paid for that 
wisdom. This was done by highlighting 
three characteristics of “genuine” wisdom 
of the spirit of God. 

The first characteristic is congeniality 
or fidelity to our deepest self. Zollmann 
Said that this is evident in the Clarke com- 
munity through students, faculty, questions 
challenging students to think, advising ses- 
sions, and several other opportunities. She 
quoted a student, “With our education here

Clarke College will hold a Homecom- 
ing for alumni from Friday, Oct.13, through 
Sunday, Oct.15.

350 alumni attended Clarke’s Homecom- 
ing last year.

Norby 
said that usually most of the alumni would 
be impressed to see how things have 
changed, such as the computer lab, and es- 
pecially the Kehl Center.

gressed since they left,” Norby said.

On Saturday, they will have an alumni 
recognition lunch, reunion photo session, 
and a campus tour of such facilities as the 
Macintosh lab, physical therapy department, 
and Kehl Center. Then, they finally have 
an alumni Homecoming liturgy followed by 
a party up to 11:30 p.m. 

On Sunday, Oct. 15, they will have a 
brunch in the West Locust Dining Room. 

Norby also said that alumni will donate 
a giftto Clarke.

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Fall enrollment figures at Clarke College 
are up for the cighth consecutive year to a 
total of 1030 students, a 3 percent increase 
from the previous year.

Full-time enrollment has increased 2 
percent and the total number of credit hours 
has increased 3 percent. An 11 percent in- 
crease in the number of resident students has 
resulted in a need to renovate existing space 
for student residence.

Retrospective captures Kerrigan's career

So much can be learned from looking 
back to the days gone by and the things we 
have so far completed in our lives. This is 
exactly what will occur for Sister Helen 
Kerrigan, associate professor of art here at 
Clarke. 

The opening reception for Kerrigan’s 
first retrospective exhibition will be from 
6 to 8 tonight at the Dubuque Museum of 
Art. 
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last year to identify areas on campus that 
could be converted to student residence 
rooms. The number of transfer students has 
risen 6 percent.

The exhibition presents three catego- 
ries, still-life, non-objective and portraits. 
The still-life pieces show such subject 
matter as marbles, ornaments and glass 
surfaces. Non-objective art is more ab- 
stract. 

“The main themes are color, shape and 
line,” Kerrigan said. 

“It is non-recognizable subject matter 
that develops over a period of time.” 

When Kerrigan works on one of these 
pieces, she describes the experience as 
“carrying on a dialogue with the canvas.” 

When she can get a model to pose for 
her, Kerrigan also does portraits. Her 
works will be exhibited at the Dubuque 
Museum of Art from October 6 through 
November 19, 


and Clarke's growing athletic program are 
attractive to prospective students. 

With a 12:1 teacher/student ratio, stu- 
dents receive one-on-one attention from fac- 
ulty. Most students graduate in four years, 
many with double majors. 95 percent of 
Clarke graduates are employed or in gradu- 
ate school within six months of graduation 
compared to the national average of 84 per- 
cent. 82 percent of the class of 1995 were 
employed or in graduate school by the time 
of graduation, compared to a national aver- 
age of 42 percent.

Some of Kerrigan’s pieces have been 
entered into regional shows in either 
Dubuque and Rock Island. 

“T finish one before going on to another,

when I’m not teaching.” 

“Many of the pieces belong to Clarke 
and to other people. I am very grateful to 
borrow them back for the exhibition, “ 
Kerrigan said. 

The exhibition includes a total of 28 
pieces. On seeing the pieces again, 
Kerrigan said that it would be interesting 
to see them and compare them to some of 
her more recent works.’ 


Alumni Telethon aids

The Annual Alumni Fund Telethon was 
held September 11-21, 1995. The telethon 
is used to raise money for 100 presidential 
scholarships, which are given every year 
lo incoming freshmen. The four - year 
presidential scholarship, which can be re- 
newed every year, is based on ACT/SAT 
scores, class rank and cumulative High- 
school GPA. Students must maintain a 
3.25 grade point or better. 

More than 70 percent of students rely 
on financial aid each year and almost 24 
percent of the college’s budget goes to- 
wards to financial aid; over 1.8 million in 
1995-96. The Alumni Fund Telethon raised 
$284,897 last year and hopes to raise 
$300,000 this year. As of date, participants 
have raised about $120,661. They have 
about 7,500 people to reach this year. 


Getting sick?

If you have been bitten by the flu bug it 
may be a good idea to find out some help- 
ful hints on how to take care of yourself, 
Jeannie Beckman, school nurse, suggests 
the following tips, 


1) When you get the flu you should al- 
ways give your stomach a rest by not eat- 
ing anything. This will allow your stom- 
ach to relax. 

2) Don’t eat or drink anything for about 
four hours after you last vomited. 

3) Try to stay quiet in bed and rest for 
several hours. 

4) Slowly resume your intake of liquids 
after the nausea is gone. Take sips of Wa- 


ter, Coke, 7-up or broth. Avoid dairy prod- 
ucts. 


5) Eat ice chips if your mouth is parched.
